It's Never Work 



■ t is hard to believe that, less than a decade ago, I 

■ was trapped behind a desk, editing my little heart 

■ out. (Wait a minute! I'm still trapped behind a 
desk, editing my little heart out. But I digress.) 

You see, nine years ago I was nearing the end of 
a 1 5-year career as a book editor. It was a wonderful 
job, and since I published mostly nonfiction, it gave 
me the chance to become a momentary and extremely 
minor expert on topics ranging from Buddhism and 
trendy diets to Chaka Khan. For someone with a short 
attention span and a lot of curiosity, that was a real plus. 
On the other hand, it wasn't an easy business: I found 
myself investing a lot of love and effort and feeling 
increasingly exhausted by the unpredictable machine of 
it all. An odd and completely random symptom of this 
seemed to be a growing obsession with boats. 

It stalled widi one photo that I pinned to my office wall. 
I looked at that photo and just wanted to be there. I started 
picking up the occasional boating magazine, followed 
quickly by full subscriptions to my favorites. I devoured 
the classic books on voyaging and passagemaking Soon, 
I was spending hours poring over online boat listings 
before I headed into the office. ... I had it bad. 

Before long, I did what any lunatic would do and 
quit my job, sold my house, and bought and moved 
aboard a 40-foot steel trawler. If my colleagues didn't 
see it coming, they were in serious denial. My office 
by now resembled the classic secret room of every 
obsessed stalker from the movies: It was plastered from 
floor to ceiling with photos of yachts and boat ads. 
Think John Hincklcyjr. meets Popcye!) 
And so began my midlife adventure/crisis. I went to 



seamanship school and learned how to run a boat, and 
then I brought mine dirough the Atlantic from Florida 
to Maine and wrote a book about it. Along the way, I met 
my fellow boaters and recognized these kindred spirits. 
There is something about a person with a boat: It's a 
commitment to all kinds of things normal people resist 

it is, let's face it, an expensive and impractical passion 
for escaping to a more elemental bliss. Salt air, sunshine, 
freedom. I was struck by die generosity of boaters and I 
learned from many along the way: from Melville Traber, 
the man who built and sold me his baby, to Capt. Boh 
Swindell, who gave me my first few lessons on how to 
singlehand a 30-ton single screw with a lot of windage 
and no bow ihmster (answer: very carefully). 

After I delivered my manuscript to the publisher, 
I took a job as a dockmaster and wondered what in 
the world I'd do next. Hunting through the media job 
listings, I dreaded that I might have to return to book 
publishing. And then an ad caught my eye: Yachting, 
a magazine I'd read periodically since childhood (my 
grandfather subscribed), was looking for an associate 
editor. I realized I could no more afford to start my 
editorial career from scratch than I could afford to go 
back to being a summer camp lifeguard, but 1 applied 
and interviewed anyway 

Since Yachting is now and always has been a magazine 
that's staffed by passionate boaters, I should not have been 
surprised that Don Wallace and Peter Janssen called and 
generously offered me a job . . . as a senior editor. 

That was four and a half years ago and most of that 
time I spent working widi George Sassjr., who is a hell 
of an editor and a very knowledgeable boat nut. He 
has left us to edit Power mid MotoryachU which will no 
doubt benefit greatly from his time at its helm. George, 
thanks for leaving us in good shape and for vacating 
the big office so I could move in. 

Being editor-in-chief of Yachting is not unlike owning 
a classic yacht: It Is an incredible honor and, at die same 
time, merely custodial. I'll do my best to make sure we 
deliver a magazine that is as enlightening, entertaining, 
authoritative and inspiring as it has been since 1905. 

Yes, I am still trapped behind a desk much of the 
time. But I get paid to think about boats, learn about 
boats, test boats and write about boats. It is far more 
interesting to me than Buddhism, fad diets or celebrities.

A STABLE MATE? 

I read die article "Yacht Weigh-In" in die March 201 2 issue. Tliis 
was very informative. In 2000 1 completed a 33-foot runabout that 
I based on a John Hacker design from 1950. 1 had a naval architect 
do die plans, and die hull was built by Mike Windsor in Graven- 
hurst, Ontario. Power is two MerC miser 502 cubic inch V-8s. 
From idle to about 30 mph, the boat is a dream. Between about 32 
and 38 mph it sometimes leans over and doesn't come back to level 
until T slow to about 20 mph or speed up to about 40 inph. It can 
go either left or tight and it doesn't seem to be affected by fuel level. 
I was wondering if Mr. Dawson had any input, based on the LCG 
[longitudinal center of gravity] described in his article.

dangerous and has resulted in injuries on some boats. I addressed the topic briefly 
hi my December 2008 Performance column, "4re You Stable?, 99 which can be 
found online at wwwcyachtingmagazine.com. The causes can imbed be 
related to weight and the [XX?, but mare may be at play here. I strongly recom- 
mend you have your designer and/or builder contact a consultant experienced 
in this area witfiout delay Until the problem is remedied, the safest course is to 
keep your speed below the point where the problem appems. — Dudley Dawson

Hot News from 
Deep Down 

Two oceanographers from NOAA and the 
University of Washington have found that Antarctic 
bottom water, the coldest deep-ocean water 
surrounding the Southern Ocean, has been 
disappearing for the last few decades at an average 
rate of about 8.8 million tons per second — the 
equivalent of about 50 times the average flow of 
the Mississippi River or a quarter of the flow of the 
Gulf Stream through the Florida Straits. Antarctic 
bottom water is formed where seawater is cooled 
by the air temperature and made saltier by ice 
formation. This denser water sinks to the seafloor 
and spreads northward, filling most of the ocean 
bottom around the world while slowly mixing with 
warmer waters above it. 

The findings from this new study suggest that significantly less of this bottom water has been 
formed than in previous decades. Changes in the temperature, dissolved oxygen, salinity and 
dissolved carbon dioxide of this prominent water mass are studied because of the important 
ramifications for Earth's climate, including their impacts on the rate of Earth's heat uptake and sea 
level rise.

The Fraunhofer 
research institute in 
Germany has been 
experimenting with 
a stencil-applied 
paint that mimics the 
pattern of a shark's 
scales. Of course, we 
know that sharks are 
formidable predators, 
having seen the 
Jaws movies and 
all of the specials 
on TV But have you 
ever wondered why 
they swim so fast? 
In addition to their 
inherent strength 
and streamline 
bodies, sharks have 
overlapping scales, 
which are loosely 
embedded in the skin 
via elastic tendons 
and differ in size and 
flexibility. This flexible 
attachment allows the 
scales to move as the 
water flows over the 
shark's body, and when 
the flow detaches, the 
scales bristle, reducing 
hydrodynamic drag. 

As is often the 
case, nature has the 
potential to solve a 
technical problem 
for us — applied to 
the underbody of 
ships and boats, the 
new sharklike paint is

Waste of Time 

Avoiding abuse in a buyer's market 



Ve gut a lot of pals who are yacht brokers, 
and while I have made fun of their profession 
from time to time, I recently gained a new in- 
spect for the service they provide. For reasons 
I am unable to explain, I gave up trying to 
sell one boat (Anhinga) and instead bought an- 
■ other — Puss (see "Old Flame" on jpage 11% ). 
My quest for yet another boat I didn't need 
brought me in e-mail contact with a number 
of folks who left me feeling the need to apply 
for the witness protection program. 

One fellow, for example, who claimed interest 
in selling his boat, took offense at die suggestion of 
my interest in buying it. After asking a few questions 
about the boat's condition, 1 made the mistake of 
mentioning that I had found similar boats for a bit 
less money — would the price be negotiable? The 
e-mail response read something like this. You're an 
#&&#&#&. ... Ton won't find any boat as good as mine 
for the price. ... You're not dealing with an idiot ... Don't 
waste my time, you moron. ... GET LOST! My pal Mike 
Joyce wasn't surprised by my online encounter. 
Joyce, president of Hargrave Yachts, has been selling 
boats for 40 vears and has seen it all. "When vouVe 
selling your boat, a buyers critical evaluation of your 
pride and joy can be dehumanizing." Good brokers 
are like translators, suggested Joyce, who offered an

example. "The buyer says, '800 grand is ridiculous 
for that barge. The most 111 pay is 400. 1 A good 
broker will translate that for the owner as 'The fellow 
is very interested; he really loves your boat, but he's 
just not ready to make a serious offer." 1 

Joyce suggested that most sellers base their price 
on comparative asking prices or on what they have 
invested in the boat — ■ wrong! " The only number 
that matters is the one a buyer is willing to write 
on a check." Sellers often have trouble with this, 
Joyce said. "I call it the Ernest and Julio Gallo rule 

we sell no yacht before its time." A good broker 
understands that, when it is time, the seller's 
expectations must be adjusted to reality. "The days 
of turning down a half-dozen offers or meeting 
a buyer in the middle are gone. Most markets 
don't have that sort of liquidity," said Joyce, who 
suggests that unrealistic sellers may languish in 
"la-la land" for years. "These sellers typically hold 
out until one day they snap," Joyce said. "They'll 
say, 'It's over. ... Take the next offer that comes in." 
It's like somebody turned a switch." Some sellers 
simply decide to keep their boat this establishes 
the market's floor. 

While Joyce sees improvement in the market as 
the inventory of good boats shrinks, many buyers 
are still acting on what he refers to as die 50 percent 
rule. "No matter how good a deal might be, they 
offer half the asking price. Today's buyers aren't 
pining to go boating they have boats," Joyce 
said. "They make offers they can sleep with, and 
some still pray they aren't accepted." I can relate, 
as this is exactly how I felt when I made the offer on 
Puss. Joyce suggested thai a good broker was likely 
the reason Puss 9 seller didn't tell me to get lost. A 
tip of die hat to broker Andy Baker at Springline 
Yacht Sales because he understood Puss' value and 
her owner s commitment to moving on. 

"There are three criteria for a successful deal 
in today's market," Joyce said, only half jokingly. 
"The buyer thinks he paid too much, the seller 
thinks he was paid too little, and the broker made 
no money!" While that was certainly the case in my 
deal, Baker handled it as though Puss was worth a 
million bucks. "This is the sort of service brokers 
should provide. ... The good ones get it," Joyce said. 
I can tell you that, after my experience, diis boater 
gets it as well! □

A Little Water, a Lot of Trouble

selected (lie topic fur this issue months be- 
fore the cruise ship Costa Concordia disaster 
off Italy on Jan. 13 and the sinking of the 
197-foot moloryachl Yogi off Greece on Feb. 
18. (See p. 42 for more on Yogi's demise.) In 
both cases the vessels took on a great deal 
of water, the former from a gash in the hull, 
the latter purportedly from a fracture of the 
main exhaust piping. These significant may- 
day events serve as timely reminders of the 
importance of watertight subdivision within a ves- 
sel's hull, as well as the related topics of floodable 
length and damaged stability. 

Long before I studied these topics as part of my 
naval architecture curriculum, I gained practical 
knowledge of them a.s a kid from my little flat- 
bottom rowboat. If it had been raining and 
there was an inch or two of water in the bottom 
of the boat, she might look fine, but I had better 
step gingerly from dock to boat or I'd find myself 
swimming as the boat quickly rolled and sank. The 
stability of a flooded boat is a lot more sensitive 
than that of one that isn't flooded, and if you saw 
videos of the Costa Concordia or Yogi, that's why they 
laid over on their sides before sinking further. 

Put simply, a little water aboard can cause big 
problems if its movement isn't controlled. Builders 
of vessels newer than my old wooden rowboat 
address die problem in a couple of ways. Federal 
law mandates that small yachts have foam flotation, 
usually at the bow, the stern and under the sole 
and seats, to keep them from heeling and sinking 
completely Large yachts are exempt from this 
requirement, relying instead on strategic bulkheads

to limit flooding to survivable levels. 

One-compartment subdivision, in which any 
one space can be flooded without capsizing or 
sinking the vessel, is the minimum. Large yachts 
and commercial ships often have higher levels and 
can sustain damage to two, three or even more 
compartments widiout die vessel being lost. Near 
the ends of the boat, the lengdi that can sustain 
Hooding known as floodable length is shorter 
than it is amidships. That's why there is usually a 
collision bulkhead or chain locker bulkhead very 
near the bow and a lazarette bulkhead near the 
stern, with longer spaces between. 

To be effective, the subdivision bulkheads 
must be watertight from keel to deck and from 
side to side. That was the lesson learned when 
the Titanic suffered progressive flooding over the 
lop of partial-height bulkheads. A more common 
problem with yachts is often an abundance of 
unsealed holes for wiring, piping and ventilation. 
Sealing is too easily overlooked in both initial 
construction and later as modifications are made 
and equipment added. The cumulative effect of 
many small holes, each seeming not so bad by 
itself, can be substantial. 

Another common problem is the use of weather- 
tight rather than watertight doors in bulkheads. 
When used in an engine-room bulkhead, such 
doors may prevent the passage of noise and fumes, 
but they won't stand up to flooding. Even the best 
watertight door, however, can't do its job if it's not 
closed and fully dogged down. Too often, such 
doors ai'e left only partially dogged so it's easier to 
open them die next time. Don't do it! 

Finally, builders often include safety features, 
such as emergency bilge suctions and piping or 
ventilation shut-ofis. logfs builder claims that just 
such a valve was installed in the suspect exhaust 
line and that, had it been closed, the yacht may 
not have been lost, but diat conclusion must await 
completion of an investigation. In the meantime, 
you can protect yourself and your yacht by reading 
the owner's manual, by knowing where every such 
emergency shut-off is located and by making 
maintenance of these a routine part of your 
springtime preparations. Waiting until the water 
is pouring in is not the wisest lime to farniliari/e 
yourself with their w orkings. □

arrow semipl airing hulls 
gradually fell out of favor 
after the deep-V proved 
that we could go very fast 
and not give up a reason- 
ably comfortable ride. 
Beamy deep-Vs also ex- 
posed boating enthusiasts 
to unheard-of interior vol- 
ume, and buyers respond- 
ed fay demanding homelike amenities. Weight in- 
creased, power increased, and the beat goes on. 

Steven Weiss prefers a more conservative 
approach to cruising under power. He based the 
design of the PC48 Flush Deck on a semiplaning 
hull, the datum waterline/beam ratio of which is 
3.8. The bottom has rounded bilges, a Hat run and 
a 15-degree half angle of entry. This is very fine 
and reduces the boat's already modest resistance. 
Weiss predicts that the PC48 will cruise at a speed/ 
length ratio of 2.2, or 15 knots, burning about five 
gallons of diesel per hour. 

As though to prove that styling from eady in 
the 20th century works as well todav as it ever did, 
Weiss drew a broken sheer line that's very much like 
that of a 1928 Elco Cruisette and odier yachts of 
that period. Her long flush deck and upright stem 
wouldn't be out of place on a 1930s commuter 
yacht. This renr> styling, though, Is more dian an 
affectation. Some practical demands of a livable 
interior guided Weiss' pencil, or mouse. Most of the 
accommodations are forward of the raised salon, 
and die flush deck extends usable headroom as far 
outboard as die rise of floor in die bottom allows.

Pronounced crown in the foredeck helps, but a.s beam 
at the walerline decreases and deadrise increases 
from amidships to die bow, standing headroom 
outboard of the centerline diminishes. If Weiss had 
drawn a conventional trunk cabin and reduced the 
freeboard, as he should to maintain an attractive 
profile, die side decks would have stolen the stiuiding 
headroom from die galley and the heads. 

The raised salon, also common in the 1930s, 
extends the accommodations, but the curved glass 
in die front windows and die sweeping line defining 
the bottom of the side windows were not. Molded 
fiberglass construction and the technology for 
manufacturing curved safety gktss have made these 
graceful radii possible. Weiss' decision to place the 
engine room abaft the salon allowed him to provide 
more dian four feet of headroom and to extend 
the space across the full beam. The location of 
the engine room isolates the staterooms from die 
noise of combustion, but it forced Weiss to raise the 
bridge deck. Although it may seem too tall to some 
observers, Weiss has nicely maintained his design "s 
harmony, and we can't deny the excellent 360-degree 
sight lines it awards the helmsman and mate. 

The dramatic break in the sheer seduced me 
as surely as Kristin Scott Thomas' eyes and smile 
transform me into a quivering mass. Aside from its 
beauty, this element draw's the observer's gaze from 
the formidable topsides, perfectly suiting Weiss' 
aesthetic mission of styling the boat to fit its purpose 
while recalling an earlier era. In perfecting the 
whole, a designer must consider how each element 
plays with every other. The shape of the side 
windows is an example: The line formed along the 
bottom echoes that of die curved drop of the sheer. 
If you draw a line extending skyward from die top 
of the break, it likely will be parallel - or nearly so 
to a line drawn from the visual terminus of the 
window- at the foredeck's centerline. A direct view 
of the profile will help you see how these motifs 
work together and how a slight alteration would 
affect the design's integrity. 

Anyone who wants a pleasant and economical 
companion for coastal cruising for two couples or 
a small family would do well to consider the PC48 
Flush Deck. □

The MJM 36z packs a lot of boat into a lovely little 

package. By Dennis Caprio 



f ihe MJM 36z were a car, she'd be a Morgan 
H Pins 4 Drophead Coupe. Morgan Motor Co. 

produced the four-passenger convertible from 
H 1954 to 1969. It had a padded top, full-height 
doors and a pair of jump seats in die after end 
of the cockpit. It ehidknged the air stream with 
a narrow and gracefully curved grill, closely set 
headlights, swooping fenders connected front- 
to-rear by running boards and a flat fixed wind- 
screen. Its aluminum body, over ash framing, 
kept the weight at about 2,000 pounds. Powered by a 
four-cylinder, 1 .6-liter Ford Kent engine of 100 horse- 
power or a Standard Triumph 2.2-liter four-cylinder 
of 1 10 horsepower, diis enchanting little car accel- 
erated, cornered and stopped way above its fighting 
class. Although the aerodynamic qualities of a brick 
limited its top speed, ewiything about the Morgan 
maximum speed too — was exactly enough. 

Please don't misunderstand this analogy I do 
not think of the MJM 36z as old-fashioned. She 
is simply a thoughtfully designed and engineered 
minimalist litde yacht for folks who understand and 
appreciate die concept of enough. Armed with this 
appreciation and some experience aboard other 
models, I joined Bob Johnstone, founder of MJM 
Yachts; designer Doug Zurn; and Mark Lindsay 
and Scott Smith — both from the builder, Boston 
BoatWorks — for a sea trial in Miami. 

Like the Morgan, which looks quite die same now 
as it did 60 years ago, die MJM 36z leans on traditional 
styling themes for its visual charm, though Zurn has 
made them his own. As I searched the scene at Sea 
Isle Marina, the location of the powerboat portion of 
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Buyers may substitute a convertible lounge in place of the island V-berth. 

the Miami International Boat Show, for clues to die 
MJM's slip, I instantly spotted the lov ely S-shape sheer 
line of a smallish boat tied up starboard side-to at die 
opposite end of the basin. "There she is," I thought. 

Our microcosmic boating society likes to place 
die objects of our desire into convenient categories. 
Any boat, for example, tiiat has a simple upright 
superstructure, Hat side windows, a \ -shape windshield 
made of Hat panels, a pronounced bow and low 
freeboard aft simply has to be a downcast boat — or 
heaven forbid, a lobster yacht. Johnstone too likes to 
place MJM models into this pigeonhole, but I think 
die boat has a stronger and more complex character. 
The sheer line, for example, has always set my heart 
aflutter. Its shape is subde, to lie sure, but at die same 
time, it defines the boat's overall aesthetics. It's so much 
cooler than die sweeping sheer of a lobster boat. 

On topof that, literally, is a sofdy shaped trunk cabin. 
Its resemblance to die trunk cabin of a traditionally

styled sailboat is not an accident — Johnstone and 
Zurn are avid sailors. The shape complements the 
sheer and piwides standing headroom belowdecks. 
The house, I have to admit, is very similar to those 
found on lobster boats, and its height serves the same 
purposes - shelter and standing headroom. 

Aldiough this newest MJM is two feet longer than 
die 31 z, die accommodations forward of die house are 
identical to those of die shorter boat. I say "shorter"

because die 36z Isn't a sailed up 34, which 
would increase the overall size by quite a 
lot. Zurn simply added the length back aft 
to accommodate moving ihe engines close 
to the transom. Placing die engines aft 



allowed MJM to provide die 36 with single- 
level living. The 34 required a step up to 
die bridge deck, because die single Yanmar 
diesel was mounted under that deck just 
abaft amidships. F,ven though die galley 



is a couple of steps below the bridge deck, 
leaving die companionway open welcomes 
the galley slaves into die circle of fun going 
on above. The Stidd chairs topside swivel 
and lower, giving guests two extra perches 
from which to contribute to die party 
scene. When the Weather turns sour, the 
owner may enclose die house in canvas and 
Strataglass - - even turn on the heater or air- 
conditioner - and urge the revelry onward. 

If you went touring in a Moigan Plus 4, 
its limited stowage space would force you 
to make certain sacrifices — leaving die 
children and dog at home, for instance, so 
you could put the luggage on die jump seats. 
Not so die MJM 36z. She's good company 
on cruises of moderate duration - - say; a few 
days to a week of marina hopping spiced by 
a day or two at anchor. If you want to explore 
your poits of call, die 36z has dedicated 
stowage for a full-size mountain bike under 
each of the settees. About five years ago, I 
accompanied Johnstone on a delivery of 
a 34z from Boston to Northeast Harbor, 
Maine. We left late and spent die night at a 
marina on the Essex River in Massachusetts. 
We ate dinner ashore, as many folks v\ill 






do on a cruise aboard the 36z, slept on the 
boat and ate breakfast aboard. I slept on a 
settee in the pilothouse and found it to be 
very comfortable for my 5 feet 5 inches. The 
36z ought to be as, or more, accommodating 
than the 34. Although the two boats are very 
much alike, the 36z's extra length and single- 
level sole may urge owners of the 34 to trade 
up. And if that doesn't persuade a person to 
open his wallet, die deluxe cruising galley 
may It has a laige dual-opening refrigerator/ 
freezer (drawer and top), a microwave/ 
convection oven, a single-burner ceramic 
cooktop and a lot of dry stowage. 

At sea, the 36z accelerated quickly from 
rest to planing speed. Among her most 
endearing characteristics is die way she 
heaved her entire body out of displacement 
mode and climbed onto plane without 
pointing her bow to the sky. She also eagerly 
responded to die dirottle diroughout most 
of her speed range, much like a proper 
sports car. No doubt the superior bite of the 
Volvo Pen Ui DPH Duoprop sterndrives, 
compared widi die single prop of die 34z, 
had ii lot to do with her quickness. Vectored 
thrust also made her turn more quickly, 
and her directional stability was excellent 



in ii straight line and in die turns. Her 
hydraulic steeling was light but low on 
feedback. I became accustomed to it after 
a few miles of driving. 

The MJM 36/ rides on a modified- V 
bottom, which die designer refers to 
as the Zurn Dry Chine an accurate 
enough description because it forbids the 
witter from coming aboard. Carolina-style 
flare in die bow helps the cause. Eighteen 
degrees of deadrise at die transom, 25 
degrees amidships and 36 degrees at the 



cutwater give this lightweight speedster a 
fine ride in rough seas. 

Johnstone insists that a boat of 
moderate size ought to be Jim to drive and 
easy to live with. The absence of wood 
on die exterior iind the excellent access to 
the engines and systems certainly take the 
chore out of routine maintenance. And 
since she's definitely a thrill to drive, he's 
scored on both counts. □

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The Best of Both Worlds Quebec City 
brings together four centuries and two 
continents. By Vincent Daniello 



eeringinlo (lie dozen or so antique 
stores along Rue St. Paul in Que- 
bec City vintage snow-shoes 
and cross-country skis in one, rus- 
tic antique furniture from settlers' 
mountain cabins in another, fine 
china and silver in a third — I 
find myself imagining when diese 
same storefronts sold these items 
brand-new: Boats in the old port 
basin just yards away could just as well be ships unload- 
ing the implements of colonial life, loading furs bound 
for Louis XIV fashion houses in France or taking on 
timber to build British navy ships fighting Napoleon. 

While many port towns along North America's 
coast claim such a palpable connection to history, 
I've found few that live up to their marketing. As 
colonial waterfronts grew; old sections were often 
torn down and replaced by new. But Quebec City 
expanded along the St. I^awrence River and spread 
out atop Cap Diamant. This preserved much of the 
city's oldest neighborhoods and all of its defensive 
ramparts. Today Quebec City welcomes boaters on 
the St. Lawrence as it has for 400 years. 

I don't mean to imply the city hasn't changed. The 
intact fortifications, ramparts and defensive walls, for 
instance, which earned Quebec City its UNESCO 
World Heritage Site status, were largely rebuilt after 
die British won Canada from France in 1759. Just 
over a century later, when the Canadian governor, 
Lord Duffcrin, saw the walls being demolished in the 
name of progress, he decreed they would remain; 
the city would grow outside of its walls. Many of 
die stone three- and four-story buildings in Quartier 
Petit-Champlain and Place-Royale today cafes, 
boutiques and art galleries just blocks from the marina 
date back to the late 1 7th century, making this the 
oldest commercial disU'ict in Noith America. 

Just walking the streets of Quebec City transports 
me across die Atlantic. Many of its nearly 5 million 
annual visitors — primarily Canadians and Americans 
• come to enjoy die architecture, culture, food and 
language of diis most European of North American 
cities. European touiists rank third, no doubt 
partly because of Quebec's cultural familiarity But 
Europeans :dso come to experience die vast wilderness 
that encircles die city Deer, elk, moose and even bear

come light to the edges of town. (Wild game 
is of ten on restaunint menus.) 

Flowing from as far away as Duluth,

Quebec in die 17th century — fresh water 
first meets tidal seawater in Quebec City, the 
start of die world's largest estuary Hiking 
nails aie as close as Montmorency Falls 
at the northeastern terminus of a 15-mile

Marina Port du Quebec {www.marina 
portquebec.ca) is probably the best place 
to tie up. A lock at the entrance keeps the 
18-foot tides to a manageable eight feet 
within the marina. 

A grain transfer facility next to the mari- 
na has become the nearly 194,000-square- 
foot canvas for a 3-D light show on most 
summer nights. Some of Quebec's sum- 
mertime festivals include: Canada Day July 
1; Quebec City's anniversary, July 3; Festival 
d'Ete de Quebec, July 5 to 1 5; Les Fetes 
de la Nouvelle France, where people dress 
in 18th century clothing, Aug. 1-5; Labor 
Day, the first weekend of September; and 
two busy weeks at the end of July when 
many businesses are closed. 

From July 22 through Aug. 10, 2012, 
the International Fireworks Competition 
{www.lesgrandsfeux.com) is best viewed 
from 275-foot-high Montmorency waterfall. 
Quebec City's well-regarded museums and 
spectacular parks are too numerous to list.

city: The province's low population density 
preserves pristine hunting and fishing. 
Only a lew* hours by boat downriver from 
Quebec, whales and seabirds feed on bill 
just yards from the rocky shore.

miles beyond in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
bluefin tuna fatten to half a ton by eating 
herring that have fed on the river's nutrients. 

Perhaps what has changed most since I 
first came to Quebec two decades ago is the 
altitude lowairl French culture. Beginning in 
1 971, when French became the sole language 
of die province, English was disparaged. 
Restaurant fare was also almost exclusively 
French. Bui recent economic times may have 
moved the city to examine its Anglophobia. 
While Quebecois were always warm and 
welcoming of all tourists, even those who 
didn't speak French, today's scrvice-industiy 



staffs are expected to converse in French and 
English. Restaurants have reinuxxluccd the 
city's historic palate French but uniquely 
influenced by waves of Irish, Italian and 
even Vietnamese immigrants, as well as their 
American neighbors just 100 miles south. 
("ITieir croissants are still die best I've found 
north of St. Barths.) 

What hasn't changed since Quebec's 
founding Is its importance beyond tourism. 
This largest Canadian city east of Montreal 
is home to the province's Parliament and 
governor, and draws residents from afar 
for business, cultural outings and shopping. 
This seems to have spared Quebec from the 
plastic swords and pirate treasure maps of 
other historic waterfront locales. 

Quebec City is 500 miles north of New- 
York Citv and can be reached by boat most 
directly through Lake Champlain. Talcing 
the Erie Canal v\ill lake a bit longer, and if 
you sail around Nova Scotia and into the St. 
Lawrence, it's quite a journey. However you 
choose to arrive, you'll find that the payoff is 
a mix of European and American cultures, 
city and wilderness adventures, and my 
favorite reward - a unique chance to stroll 
through time. □

THE OUTER REEF 700 LRMY MAKES UNCOMMON SENSE 




Yacht builders have been molding fiberglass boats in all shapes and 
si/es over the past 20 years. While futuristic Euro-yachtS turn heads, 
expedition yachts suggest a greater purpose and retro-chic lides 
hint at class, we are fortunate that there are still boats designed for 
a higher calling - cruising! This is die market Outer Reef Yachts 
has concentrated on with laserlike focus. Its latest launch, the 700 
LRMY (long-range moloryacht) is right on target 

The 700\s design is as American as apple pie and is the hybrid 
fruit of a trawler vacht movement that blossomed in the United 
Suites during the fuel-tight 1 970s. At the time, Taiwan was the go- 
to place for inexpensive labor. What had begun with a trickle of 
teak-slathered sailing yachts soon became a flood of "trawlers." 
Of course these were not trawlers in the commercial sense but 
rather traditionally styled, lightly powered motoryachts. While 
the best of these early imports were no better than average in 
quality, much has changed since then. Today, a new generation 
of skilled Taiwanese craftsmen weaned on yacht building are 
competing with yacht builders around the world in terms of 
quality The Taiwanese seem to build trawler yachts from muscle 
memory, and the Tama Yacht Co. in Kaohsiuiig, the exclusive 
builder for Outer Reef, has mastered the form. 

The 700's hull is built in a mold that is dammed for use in 
building Outer Reefs popular 650 model. Although she is quite 
similar, tire tweaks allowed by her additional five feet in overall 
length are the result of an evolutionary approach to design at Outer 
Reef that is driven by customer input. "We are willing to do pretty 
much anything a customer wants in terms of interior finishing and 
arrangements as long as structural bulkheads stay in place,' 1 said 
Outer Reef's founder and president, Jeff Druek. The Tania yard 
produces the tooling for the hulls and superstructures, and Druek 
and the yard's design team pen the profiles and arrangements. As is 
the case with all of Outer Reef's offerings, the look is what I would 
call traditional American motoryacht fare with a tip of the hat to 
trawler yachts in the faux topsides planking. 

Covered side decks lead from the shiplike Portuguese bridge to 
die afterdeck, where there is a built-in seating area that s peifect 
for dining alfresco. Stairs to port and starboard lead to the integral 
transom platform that extends beyond the chamfered transom. 
A hydraulic passerelle and stern waiping windlass are fitted. The 
bridge is accessible from an interior stair in the pilothouse and a 
stair on the afterdeck. A full bridge control station has helm and 
companion seating as well as a lounge area with tables, a wet bar 
and grill. The fiberglass hardtop can be 
fitted with clear vinvl curtains, making this 
an all-weather space. A fully enclosed bridge 
model is also available. The boat deck has 
space for a 20-foot tender. 

The interior layout of the 700 is very 
similar to that of the 650, but there are a 
few significant differences. Belowdecks, 
much of her additional volume was devoted 
to improving the crew quarters abaft the 
engine room. Instead of a small single 
cabin with upper/lower berths, the 700 
has a cabin with a single-side-access queen 
and private access to a head with a shower. 
There is space for a second cabin with upper 
and lower berths or a workshop. Access via 
a staircase from the salon has been added 
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to complement the transom access. The area can also be reached 
dirough the engine room via die forward accommodation space. 
These changes will suit those who wish to charter or those needing 
extra space for guests or kids. The 700 could also be handled by a 
capable cruising couple, although in my opinion she is at the high 
end in terms of overall lengtii for this service. 

Forward of the engine room, the owner and guest 
accommodations are virtually unchanged, with access from a 
staircase in the pilothouse. The master has a king-size berth and 
a private head. A hanging locker and built-in cabinetwork along 
the forward engine-room bulkhead provide sound isolation. The 
head extends along the port side and has a shower and an enclosed 
toilet. A guest stateroom to port has a queen berth wit h single-side 
access, a Pullman berth and a private head. The forward guest 
stateroom has a queen island berth and private head. 

The 700's m;un-deck arrangement includes several notable 
improvements. The L-shape salting in the salon area has been shifted 
and now faces all, which makes sense given the view. While there is a 
step up to die g:dley and pilothouse, it's now an open arrangement. 
The 650's bar-stool seating and a pass-through have been abandoned

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ed by GPS off Fort Lauderdale, 
a, in 60 feet of water with three- to 
five-foot seas and 10-knot winds, with a 
full load of fuel, a full load of water and 
three people on board.

in favor of more guilty space. The bulkhead between the galley and 
pilothouse now has an electrically actuated partition that can be 
raised and lowered, allowing either a view aft or quiet time in the 
pilothouse. The helm area is well organized and shiplike with doors 
leading to the portside and siarboard-side decks. The bridge lounge 
area is a perfect perch while under way and oilers a relatively private 
spot for dining A day-head adjacent to die galley is an option. 

In a full-body, hard-chine planing form, a few extra feet 
in waterline length, given the same beam and similar weight, 
are often a plus in terms of speed. Adding waterline length to 
a full-displacement form ups the hull speed (square root of die 
waterline length times 1.34). These performance embellishments 
become less tangible in a hard-chine hull form operating at 
sernidisplacement speeds (above displacement speed but below- 
planing speed). This is evident when one compares Outer Reef's 
performance figures for the 650 and 700 with each using the same 
503-horsepower Caterpillar C9 ACRRTs. Speeds are so close that, 
given inconsistencies in vessel loading and sea conditions, they are 
virtually identical. In essence, you get the extra volume the 700*s 
additional length allows without a performance penalty. 

We conducted our sea trial off Fort Lauderdale, Florida, iiilly 
loaded with fuel, water and owner's gear, in three- to five-foot seas. I 
found die 700's sweet spot in terms of cruising speed and efficiency 
at around 9 knots (1 ,500 rpm), where I noted a fuel bum of just 10 
gallons per hour on die Caterpillar electronics. Increase the turns to 
1 ,800 rpm and she gains just a knot but fuel burn almost doubles. At 



max turns (2,500 rpm) she ran 1 3 knots with fuel bum of 52 gallons 
per hour. This selling would be the choice for outrunning a storm 
or [lushing diimigh a nasty inlet. Outer Reef's data suggest that 
at 8.3 knots (1,400 rpm) the 700 has a range of 2,698 miles given 
her optional 2,600-gallon fuel capacity. With the same fijel, she has 
a maximum range of approximately 730 miles at 13 knots (2,500 
rpm). At 7 knots her range jumps to about 3,600 miles. 

Outer Reef Yachts has offices in the United States, Europe 
and Australia, and its current lineup includes offerings between 
58 and 1 18 feet. The quality of the 700s fit and finish are well 
above average. If you are interested in a traditional cruising 
yacht in this class, Taiwan is the go-to place and Outer Reef 
should be on vour short list. □

CAN REPOWERING REKINDLE A 
RELATIONSHIP WITH A BELOVED BOAT?

Your eyes meander through the marina, caught by the morning 
sun reflecting off sensual curves and glistening surfaces of 
the newest boats docked nearby "She's been great For many 
years," you reminisce, sitting on the bridge of your current 
boat. "If only ..." 

With today's clean and quiet electronic diesels, new engines 
are a common "if only" Is repowering an otherwise ideal vessel 
worth die money and time? Three yacht owners with very 
different goals asked themselves that same question. 

BETTER THAN NEW 

"We looked around and didn't see anything we'd rather have," 
says Howard Beyer of his 52-fbot Hatteras sport-fisher D-D. He 
and his wife, Dorothy bought the boat new 7 in 1984 and raised 
three children while boating in New Jersey, North Carolina, 
Florida and the Bahamas. "We have three nice staterooms. The 



cockpit is big too," he says. The boat also carried many memories 
their eldest son, Ken, proposed to his wife on the bow. 
By 2003 the original 700-horsepower Detroit Diesel 8v92s 
had accumulated 9,000 hours. "They treated us well, but they 
were in need of major work," Beyer says. Instead of spending 
SI 00,000 on overhauls, Beyer put a little more than double 
that into new 825-horsepower MTU Series 60 engines. He also 
removed the bulkhead between the salon and galley, updated 
the interior and replaced the 20-year-old generator, appliances 
and air-conditioners. 

"Now we've got more speed and get better fuel economy," Beyer 
says, along with quieter operation and much less exhaust smoke. 
The boat used to cruise at 20 knots at 2,100 ipm with no extra 
power for wind or sea. Now 7 she cruises at 23 knots at 2,000 rpm 
at just 80 percent engine load. The new six-cylinder in-line 
engines are each 10 inches narrower than die old V-8s, adding 
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SMITH'S 64 SPENCER

much-appreciated service space between engines. 

Altogether, Beyer invested $500,000 in a boat worth only a 
little more, but a new boat would have easily lopped $1 million. 
Factoring in the $100,000 saved by not overhauling the Detroit 
Diesels plus depreciation on a new boat and what $500,000 
earns when invested, he feels he's come out ahead. 

"If you love your boat, why spend $2 million on something 
you're not sure about," says Charlie Schloemer, president of Palm 
Beach Power {uwuipdmheachpQiver.com . "You fan spend .i quarter 
of that on new engines and have a boat you already know" 

Beyers advice: "Don't think you can just give the word and it 
will be done." Tough decisions, altered plans and resulting delays 
are inevitable. Trust is important too. "I've dealt with Chadic 
[Schloemer] since the boat was new. I had confidence in him." 



LESS EXPENSIVE THAN NEW 

"Repowering saved me $1 million," says Harry Smith of his 64- 
foot Spencer Double B. Since I lis wife and two children, ages 10 
and 13, are now avid anglers, Smith wanted something larger 
than his 50-foot Carolina-built sport-fishing boat. "I kicked 
around building a new boat, but I didn't want to be without a 
boat, and I didn't want to own two boats," Smith says. "Then the 
opportunity came to trade." 

Smith paid $1.5 million for a 2003 61-foot Spencer and 
spent another $725,000, which included new 1 ,650-horsepower 
Caterpillar diesels and Cat generators willi extended warranties, 
new electronics, a complete refit of the interior and new teak in 
the cockpit. "It had been painted about two years before," Smith 
says. "I've essentially got a new boat. If Spencer built that boat 
today; it would be 83.2 million." 

"People get hung up on model year," says Paul Spencer, 
president of Spencer Yachts (uwmspefwetyarkfsmc.com). "All the 
charter boats up here, I don't know how many times they've had 
new engines. If the boat has been maintained well and the job is 
done right, when it's repowered it's like a new boat." 

Smidi wanted new-boat speed. "When it was built in 2003, 
that was a very fast boat," Spencer says of Double IFs 34-knot 
cruising speed. "But nowadays a fast boat cruises at 37 or 38 
knots." Today Double B cruises near 38 knots — what the old 
engines reached at top end. 

Time was another factor. "Spencer could build a boat in 
about a year, but I'd miss a season of fishing," Smith says. 
lf We staved in the yard about six months." Shortly after the 
2011 refit, Smith won $524,000 in the Big Rock Blue Marlin

When it came time for new engines in the 57 Spencer Stalker, the 
boat's owners and George Sawley, the boat's captain and a yacht 
broker at Gold Key Yacht Group in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, went 
back with the same weight and horsepower C18 Caterpillar diesels. 
"We could have paid an extra S20,000 each for more horsepower, but 
then we'd have to change the props, shafts and struts," he says. This 
would have added significantly to both the bill and time in the yard 
for the increase from 1,000 hp to 1,150. Smaller, lighter C15 ACERT 
Cats were also considered but ruled out as less appropriate since they 
produce less low-end torque than Sawley prefers when fighting fish 
and traveling long distances at low speed.

Doug Cardente and his wife, Linda, purchased their 1981 50 
Hatteras at the Fort Lauderdale boat show in 1998 and repowered 
it in 2009. "A new boat would have been well over a million 
dollars," Cardente says. "I already owned the Lady Linda. I could 
have a pretty nice boat for a couple hundred thousand dollars, or I 
could take a beating in the trade-in." 

With original 550-horsepower 8V92 Detroit Diesels, the boat 
cruised around 18 knots fully loaded. New 715-horsepower 
Cummins GSM 1 1 engines lightened the boat just over a ton. It 
now tops out near 27 knots at 2,330 rpm. Cardente cruises at 20 
knots with engines at 65 percent load, turning 2,050 rpm. See more 
at unlimitedyachtservices.com. 



Tournament. "We caught that fish, a 652-pound blue martin, 
100 miles off the beach," he says. "That extra speed helped us 
gel out (here and back." 

Smith's advice: "Find a boat that needs horsepower and 
negotiate right, and make sure youVe got a good relationship 
with your boatyard," he says. "We look a hard look at everything 
aboard. That didn't mean replace it all, but I leaned heavily on 
Paul Spencer's experience building boats and running boats to 
make the right decisions." 

IMPOSSIBLE NEW 

"For me, the project was a passion, not about money," says Scott 
Bell of his now 91 -foot sport-fisher Akssa Leigh. In 2000 Bell 
purchased a five-year-old 82-lbot Hatteras to fish, dive and cruise 
off southern California, where long-range trips are common. "Well 
go to Clipperton Bank for two weeks. That's 180 miles one way and 
50 gallons of fuel each day for the generators," Bell says. 

The Hatteras barely made that trip. Bell also wanted an upscale 
interior and a quiet boat while under way, but he loved his boat's 
layout and seakecping ability; "The question was whether to Start 
with a new hull or build on this platform," he says. Then MTU 
introduced the 2,400-horsepower 16V2000 engines. "They 
didn't have die right power for die boat in 1995," he says of 
die original 1 , 450-horsepower 1GV92 Detroit Diesels. "Here was 
this new engine that was exactly what the boat needed." 

Bell added nine feet to the cockpit and 1,450 gallons of fuel 
beneath it. He replaced most of die interior, even decks, focusing on 
qu;dity of the highest measure while using ultralight composites to 
maintain the boat's original 245,000-pound displacement. 

"We used lightweight ultrahigh-modulus materials, but then 
we literally covered them with lead sheets to absorb noise," says 
Chad Delannoy, BelFs longtime captain and project manager. 
"Sound and vibration isolation were a priority." 

"T wanted what I wanted," Bell says, placing the cost of any 
such yacht around $50 per displacement pound. What does 
that buy? "Pride of ownership," he says. "I have exactly what 
I wanted, a sport-fish with true long-range capability and a 
beautiful, comfortable, quiet interior. When I'm asleep under 
way, I don't hear a thing." 

Bell's advice: "I build shopping centers. We never go over 
budget or over schedule. But with a project like this you don't know 
what you've got until you get into it." Instead of fretting, he took 
pleasure in the five-year project. "I'd crawl through every space. 



I know 7 every piece of that boat," he says. To satisfy his boating 
needs in the meantime, Bell purchased and cruised a 45 Cabo in 
New England and a 61 Viking in the Caribbean. 

While his daughter often fished with him even before the 
rebuild, his wife now' comes along on more trips. Bell says of her 
opinion of the time and money spent rebuilding the boat: "She 
jokes that it's better than a tall blonde on the side." □

I'm kicking like 
an overdue baby, but I'm still not moving. 

Strike that. 
I'm actually going backwards. 

I take a few deep breaths and figure it's not worth trying 
to fight the current, what with the reef going on forever and 
my air tank still half full. I'm about 60 feet below the surface 
in the Tobago Cays, a beautifully protected marine park in the 
Grenadines. I look to my fellow charter guests from the Amels 
Monk Carlo and see that I'm not alone in wanting to turn this 
morning's excursion into a drift dive. We all ditch the aerobic 
workout and instead float effortlessly in reverse, hoveling over 
crags of coral packed with colorful parrotfish and sleeping nurse 
sharks. Eventually the current shoves us forward again, and we 
float weighdessly as if crossing the horizon on the moon. 

Everyone is smiling when die warm air and sunshine kiss our 
faces, and deckhand Ariane Graf remains in the water with us for 
safety while Gapt. Vince Lauro maneuvers the 32-foot Intrepid 
and its drop-down swim steps into position. We're out of our scuba 
gear in a cinch, and within moments, we're mining back to die 
mothership. We step onto Monte Carlo's afterdeck to chilled towels 
for our faces, sliced fresh fruit and news that chef Patrick Roney is 
preparing homemade basil -ricotta ravioli to fill our hungry bellies 
at lunch. The charter guests who skipped this morning's dive are 
either still asleep or up in the sky lounge, where stewardess Nedra 
Walker is rilling appointments for Lomi Lomi massage. 

A lot of charter vachts market themselves as beins the newest or 
biggest around. Monte Carlo, which was built in 1988 and is a hair 
shy of 1 32 feet long, is never going to win those competitions. But 
thanks to her smart recent refit, her impressive crew and her four 
large staleiuoms where other charter yachts would squeeze five, 
Monte Carlo most definitely can market herself as a best-in-class 
charter yacht. Anyone seeking gourmet cuisine, serious water sports 
and uncrowded accommodations is likely to absolutely love her. 

"She's an example of a charter yacht that packs a lot into 
her program/' says Nina MarUnsen of Camper & Nicholsons 
International, which markets Monte Carlo for charter, "It's good 





that she's based in the Soudiern Caribbean, where itineraries can 
be 10 days to two weeks. It will take guests that long to sample all 
of the things that this yacht has to offer." 

Scuba diving is just one of those highlights, and one worth 
noting for anyone serious about the sport. I've participated in scuba 
programs aboard charter yachts worldwide, and Monte Carlo's is right 
up there with the best of them. The crew includes two PADI-certified 
instructors plus a dive master, which means guests can learn to dive, 
take refresher courses or enjoy ultimate exploration a hundred feet 
down. Our party included some divers with regular experience and 
others who couldn't remember the last time they breathed through 
a regulator, and by the end of day one, everyone fell comfortable in 
their gear as well as in good, safe hands. 

The phrase good, safe hands is ;dso a way to describe Walker's 
Lomi Lomi massage, which is available to charter clients as time 
permits and depending on the size of the group. Agnes Howard, 
a charter broker with Camper & Nicholsons, had die first massage 

during our charter and described it as 
being similar to yoga because her muscles 
were being held and dien released. 

"I feel cleansed," Howard says. "I feel 
relaxed but strong, like the toxins are gone 
from mv muscles. It's an unusual style of 
massage. I've never lain on my side and 
had my Hips massaged, or on my back and 
had my belly massaged. I'm ready to sign 
up again right now."' 

Then there are the kayaks, stand-up 
paddle boards, Yamaha WaveRunners, 
windsurfers and countless other toys 
that the Monk Carlo crew make available 
to guests along with a private, shaded 
lounging area on the nearest secluded 
beach. We never once had to ask to use die 
toys. By the time w T e realized we wanted 
to, they were already on the beach wailing 
for us alongside coolers of chilled drinks. 
The crew had sneaked away and set up the 
entire scene without our even noticing.

My charter aboard Monte Carlo took place in July, a month 
not typically associated with luxury yacht charter in the 
Caribbean. While most other motoryachts are hanging 
around the south of France, Monte Carlo is enjoying her 
year-round base at St. Lucia. The crew and owner wanted 
me to see that the region can be great for summertime 
charters as well as the more popular winter dates. 

And they were right. I saw unused mooring balls dot- 
ting the water's surface like colorful sour candies just 
waiting to be picked up. I didn't miss the usual Christmas 
winds and instead found myself enjoying breezes that 
were just strong enough to create gently rolling bits of 
white-capped salt. I counted fewer than 10 boats in the 
Tobago Cays anchorage where, when I'd last visited dur- 
ing a winter charter, there were so many that the place 
looked like a marina. The temperature of the air was 85 
degrees, a refreshing respite from the 100-degree heat 
wave back in the States. 

"As long as you don't get a tropical depression, which 
means rain sitting on you for a couple of days, the summer 
weather here is great," says Capt. Vince Lauro. "You don't 
have to worry about hurricanes until September or Octo- 
ber, so all through the summer months, the water is warm 
and the beaches are empty." 

Also worth noting is that Lauro and his crew have spent 
previous summer seasons getting to know the area, so they 
are familiar with a large number of onshore restaurants and 
bars. On the day when a big downpour crashed our char- 
ter party, we hopped into Monte Carlo's 32-foot Intrepid 
tender and sat under the canopy, well protected. The crew 
had umbrellas at the ready when we went ashore to a lovely 
resort where they knew the bartenders by name. I didn't 
feel like I missed even a single moment of fun. And the sun 
came back out within a few hours, just as it usually does 
during winter squalls in the Caribbean. 



Magic also happens daily in the galley aboard Monte Carlo, where 
the chef and his wife, the always-smiling chief stewardess Heather 
Roney, work as a team. Patrick Roney is well known in the charter 
industry, thanks to his award-winning finishes in cooking contests at 
premier boat shows. He graduated from the Culinary Institute of 
America and, before going into yachting in 2003, was executive chef 
at Flea Stteet Cafe, a renowned organic restaurant in Silicon Valley. 

1 knew his reputation and California Wine Country background 
before I got aboard Monte Carlo, so I discreetly wrote on my pre- 
charter preference sheet that I enjoyed wines paired nicely with 
food. That was all it took, one little hint, for the Roneys to create 
a four-course tasting dinner for our entire group. The first course 
was tuna tartarc and sashimi with a chilled Soave from Italy The 
second was cauliflower Han and lobster wit h a Sonoma chardonnay. 
Next came slow-braised beef short ribs with a bonaito puree, 
served with an exceptional 1 994 Duckhorn cabernet from Napa 
Valley. The finale was a Grand Marnier souffle so tall and divine 
that it rivaled the Pi tons at our starting anchorage off St. Lucia. 

"I try to cook with indigenous ingredients,"' Roney told me 
after I recovered from my blissful food coma. "I think it brings a 
more organic feeling to your charter. Of course we can provision 
whatever the guests want, but since we're here in the Southern 
Caribbean year-round, I'm discovering a lot of new things that 
I can share with our guests in a really gourmet way: Where we 
are chartering, in St. Lucia and Bequia, there are farmers markets 
in the truest sense. These are women coining with baskets of 
stuff, the parsley and rosemary from their backyards, the limes 
and oranges from their trees. In any given season, I'm making 40 
different flavors of sorbet with what I'm finding at these markets." 

My personal advice for anyone chartering Monte Carlo is that, 
when you fill out your preference sheet, you should tell Roney 
about your food allergies and then leave the rest to him. Just go 
with the flow, like you're in scuba gear in a fast current. Don't try 
to control it. Let it wash over you and take you in directions of 
absolute delight that you never even imagined. □

eo shot by the Hellenic Coast Guard's search-and- 
rescue team, seemed almost impossible for the yachting industry to believe. 



"What got my attention is that, according to the reports, logi took 
seven hours to sink," Gargiulo says. "Most of the time when vessels 
sink, they go down .fast. Seven hours from the time of the first distress 
call is a long time for a boat to sink. So it is possible that it started 
to take on water and then the crew did the proper tiling, which is 
to make logi watertight. That may be what kept them afloat for so 
long. And if that's what they did, then I wouldn't be surprised if 
the boat was broken in half on the bottom. If those compartments 
were made watertight and were full of air as she sank, with the 
water pressure crushing into the hull, then the trapped air wants to 
get out like [air in] a balloon that has been popped- It's going to 
find something, anything - - a crack, a loose bolt and rip it wide 
open like a bomb going oft". Then it becomes like dynamite going off 
all around the boat, with the air 
expanding, as it gushes back up to 
the surface. There must have been 
a magnificent water show, because 
when that air bubble finally hit 
the surface from a thousand feet 
down, it couldVe been die size of 
a city block." 

The sinking of logi left 
yachting insiders stunned around 
the globe. It's not just that she 
was a brand-new megayacht, 
barely a year old, but also that 

she had gathered accolades like a pampered kid gets gifts on 
Christmas morning. Her early honors included being named 
Most Innovative Yacht of the Year for 201 1. At the moment she 
sank, she was a finalist for the title Best Motoryacht in the 2012 
World Superyacht Awards. During her first year on the water, 
many brokers heralded her as the finest new charter yacht in die 
world. Clients eagerly booked a single week on board at a weekly 
b;tse rate of about a half-million dollars through Burgess Yachts, 
wanting to spend some time relaxing in the infinity swimming pool 
on Ibgfs afterdeck. 

logi also was a calling-card megayacht for Protcksan- Turquoise, 
which has spent years working to prove that a Turkish shipyard 
can meet the same standards of quality as the best builders in the 




world, logi had a steel hull, was classed 
to international standards by a leading 
society called the American Bureau of 
Shipping (ABS), and was certified in 
compliance by yet another respected 
agency known as the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency (MCA). Her naval 
architecture and construction quality 
had the same stamps of approval that 
yachts receive coming out of top yards 
in Holland, Italy and America. Her 
French owner proudly touted the fact 
that logi, instead of having a flag of 
convenience, was the first megayacht 
ever to fly the colors of his homeland in 
Western Europe. 

Early reports of Yogi's sinking were 
(bus met with incredulity. Many people 
thought the Internet video was a sick 
joke, something concocted by a clever 
artist with a model boat and a baditub. 
Then the confirmations started coming, including from Capt. Jean 
Louis Carrel and Mehmct Karabeyoglu, die head of Proteksan- 
Turquoise itself. One of the earliest details confirmed that logi had 
received work at the shipyard just a few days earlier. 

Carrel told the Hellenic Coast Guard that logi experienced 
mechanical problems with die exhaust system. His statement 
implied an ultimate loss of propulsion, which would be a death 
knell for many vessels after seven hours of being tossed about in 
25-foot seas. After that news became public, Karabeyoglu slated 
that the yacht had been in the shipyard primarily to be repainted - 
and that the only mechanical work on the twin Caterpillar 35 1 2Bs 
was routine service. Karabeyoglu also noted that logi. took seven 
hours to sink and speculated thai she could have been saved. In

the earliest days after the loss, even the information coming from 
key sources seemed fraught with confusion and questions. 

The shock stemmed in part from the fact that popular, 
publicly promoted megayachts with busy charter programs 
rarely sink. The two losses in recent memory were the 1 70-foot 
Dutch-built Nadine and the 145-foot Denison Miss Turnberry, 
but they both sank back in die 1990s — and insiders with long- 
enough memories know diey were far from being brand-new. 
The combination of IbgFs youth, her many accolades, her 
Turkish heritage, her international classifications, her unusual 
flag state, the recent yard period and the Force 8 weather has 
led to countless questions about what went wrong. The question 
remains: How could this happen?

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The people everyone is turning to for answers are men 
like Gargiulo, guys who get paid to solve puzzles lying deep 
beneath the ocean's surface. While Iopz's eiehl crew members were 
being uiterviewed, calls were also being placed to specialist divers, 
licensed surveyors, marine attorneys and builders of deep-sea 
reconnaissance vehicles. 

Those experts may be able to determine not only what went 
wrong during those seven early-morning hours on Feb. 17, but 
also what might have been amiss long before she sank - even if 
Yogi is never raised from her watery grave. 

CREW AND LAWYERS 

Of course, only logTa captain knows what he is experiencing 
in the aftermath of such a spectacular sinking, but if anyone 
has an insight into the captain's mind, it's a man named Mark 
Elliott. Elliott, who is now a sales broker with International 
Yacht Collection, was captain aboard Nadine when she sank olT 
the coast of Italy in June 1996. He recalls with harrowing detail 
how 30-foot seas punched through a wooden doghatch, smashed 
die main-deck windows and allowed the sea to flood into die 
companion ways and staterooms. 

Most relevant, though, is Elliott's recollection of when he 
called in die mayday. It was 6 o'clock at night precariously 
close to sunset, and the storm was raging. "We were similar to Idgi 
in that way because her mayday went out in the dark of night, 
and the coast guard [also] had to wait until sunrise to get the crew 
off," Elliott says. "If they experienced the same thing leading up to 
Uiat point that we did, then I can say that there weren't too many 
questions in die aftermath because all during the time from the 
mayday and even before, everything was well documented. We 
made die coast guard aware. We made the insurance company 



aware. We made die navy aware. Everyone was constandy asking 
me questions throughout the event, so by the time I was finally 
pulled off the boat, there weren't many questions that hadn't 
alreadv been asked and answered.' 1 

That is, any questions about what happened in the hours of 
the actual sinking. But there are plenty of questions, Elliott says, 
to be asked about the yacht's most recent survey, its stability 
test, the logbook for crew drills, and whether certain doors were 
kept closed at sea. 

Those are the same types of questions that Michael Moore of 
Moore & Company in Coral Gables, Florida, has - though he says 
he would go back even farther than the most recent survey, all the 
way back to the yacht's original architectural drawings. Moore is a 30- 
year veteran of marine law whose many credentials include serving as 
director of the Miami-based Maritime Arbitration Board and being 
elected chairman of the International Seakeepers Society He has 
worked on numerous cases where tilings seemed line on paper but 
turned out to be far from it when naval architects, maiine engineers 
and classification experts were held to scrutiny. Those are the people 
he immediately looks to question when a vessel sinks, in addition to 
speaking will i the crew. Moore wants to know what the builder's hired 
hands actually did during construction and maintenance, even if it 
happened years before' the mayday was issued. 

U I had a fascinating case involving a newly delivered vessel from 
a Dutch yard," Moore says. 'The captain said die vessel was not 
performing well on the way to die Mediterranean. He got to Gibraltar 
and let it be known that in his view the vessel was unstable; something 
was wrong The stabilizer people from die yard came and took the 
position that the vessel was sound but tiie captain was unstable. The 
captain left Gibraltar and headed west. He got a few miles out, turned 
around and came back — now everyone was mad at him for saying 
something was wrong with this brand-new Dutch-built vessel and the 




finger-pointing then commenced with gusto. 

"We called the original manufacturer of the stabilizers and 
insisted that it come to the yacht. To its credit, this guy shows 
up with a littie gyroscope and overrides the installed gyro. He 
then goes to die engine room and removes die panels over the 
stabilizers. He stands there like the Colossus of' Rhodes facing aft 
and simulates the yacht pitching and rolling. He then announced, 
'I see your trouble.' He wasn't very talkative but he said something 
like 'The boat was reacting precisely die opposite of how it should 
have been acting. They had the hoses reversed;' then he walks off 
... After that, the yacht performed much belter. What's important 
about [this] story is that Uie captain Look incredible abuse from 
the yard and to some extent from the owner for insisting that 
something was wrong," Moore says. "People don't always take 
warnings like the captain's seriously In [their] view; the yacht had 
come out of a Dutch yard and passed sea trials. End of story." 

But it wasn't die end of die story 

Yogi could accommodate 12 guests in six staterooms, with more than 
2,624 square feet of living space and 1 ,640 square feet of deck space.

"On die other side of the Atlantic, the captain announced that 
something was still wrong. We looked into it and determined there 
was another problem. Even the inclining test had been poorly done. 
The inclining test is what determines the vessel's stability. We learned 
that there was a holiday party at die lime it was performed and the 
senior architect who was supposed to have been involved in die test 
was not present. That's how Ave put two and two together. At die end 
of Uie day; what die captain perceived was both a stabilizer issue and 
an inclining test badly performed. He was light and a whole bunch of 
really red-faced people were just wrong." 

After looking at classification and construction, Moore says, 
the next trail he follows is that of the flag state. With lag/, the flag 
slate is France - which is unusual for a megayacht and therefore 
will be of additional concern. 

In particular, Moore says, he would look at what the Hag state 
requires in terms of crew. Yogi had a crew who were all French, 
which Is uncommon aboard a yacht her size. And again, she 
was heralded as being the largest yacht ever to Hy the nation's 
flag, which means she was the first of her kind ever to complete 
certain processes. 

"When you get a Hag, you are buying into an entire regime 
of law," Moore says. "Sometimes because of public policy issues, 
the requirements of die regime actually make the vessel less safe. 
Grew is the starting point for that. France has a storied maritime 
tradition, it has a huge commercial practice, and it has a huge 
naval presence, but tills was a highly sophisticated, computer- 
driven, state-of-the-art, high-end motoryacht. If you take a yacht 
captain and put him on a fishing boat, he's going to be lost. If you 
take a commercial fishing captain and put him on a yacht, it will 
take him a while to learn what he's doing. Now, I'm not in luiy way 
disparaging the French, but this is a reality that will be looked at." 

Interviews with crew, naval architects and construction workers 
can thus reveal a lot, and in some cases can determine what actually 
went wrong. Yet, in truth, there is much more evidence to be found 
aboard die yacht itself, where investigators can often determine 
whether what they're being told on land was actually true at sea. 

SURVEYORS AND DIVERS 

As of this willing, it is uncertain how deep the water Is where Yogi 
is lying in the Aegean Sea. Tests with sonar have yet to be done 
or made public. However, a marine surveyor hired to investigate 
the case said ')bgi is believed to be some 1 ,300 to 1 ,600 feet down. 
Those depdis are significant - - indicating that Yogi is beyond the 
1 , 100-foot limit for commercial scuba diving. 

"The depth of the water Is everything," says Gargiulo of 
Commercial Diving Services. "It really compounds the expense. 
If they can gel to the TitamC, then we c<ui gel to any vessel, but with 
deeper saturation dives it can be a million dollars to even try to 
salvage the vessel. And you don't even know if it's going to work." 

The cost to recover and raise a 200-ton vessel from a depth 
of 300 feet is several million dollars, Gargiulo says. IbgPa 
displacement was more than 800 tons, and she may be lying 
five times deeper. While it is technically possible to raise her, 
those variables make it unlikely that an effort will be made. 
The expense-to-benefit ratio is high. Even intentional scuttlings 
designed to discourage and prevent recovery, Gargiulo says, 
happen in half the depth in which ligi 'is lying. 

The onus of deciding whether to investigate under water lies 
with die yacht s insurance company, says Richard Frenzel, a 40-year 
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veteran of the marine surveying business who owns Dixieland 
Marine in La Grange, Texas, and is president of the National 
Association of Marine Surveyors. 

Surveyors will advise the insurance company about what can 
be done and what ii will likely cost to do it, but it is the insurance 
underwriters who make the final determination about whether 
anything actually happens. 

"There's no rush on things like this," Frenzel says. "You got 
the crew off Everybody's safe. Now it's time to negotiate things 
based on money, including whether it's worth it to even try to 
determine what happened." 

If logis insurance company decides that it is either impossible 
or too costly to send down human investigators, then die other 
option is to rely on technology; ROVs (remotely operated 
vehicles) are not commonly used in the yachting industry; but 
they are an everyday presence with industries such as offshore 
oil drilling and are now so sophisticated that they can operate 
well within the limits of logi's estimated position, and at far less 
expense than a squad of commercial clivers. 



With an insurance claim likely to be in the tens of millions 
of dollars for lbgi> the half-million bucks it would cost to send a 
ROV team down (see "High lech at Low Depths," below) might 
seem like a good investment to investigators. And even if they 
can't gel inside the yacht's hull, ihey still can tell a loi about what 
went on in the hours before she sank. For instance, ROV cameras 
can determine whether the crew did what Gargiulo and many 
others are speculating in terms of making Tbgi watertight to keep 
the yacht afloat for seven hours after the initial distress call. 

That would of course be just one piece of information in a 
197-foot puzzle that is captivating the entire yachting industry; 
but trained eyes can often determine far more if given the 
chance. Many questions continue to swirl about what happened 
to logi They will be asked for mondis if not years to come. The 
most important one right now, though, is whether the money will 
get spent to try to answer them. 

And the hard truth is that, even in the world of multimillion- 
dollar megayachts, some of the most compelling questions are 
sometimes not worth die cost to answer. □ 



HIGH TECH 

AT LOW DEPTHS: 

The ROV Options 



Max Rover is the name of the "big vehicle" 
at Deep Sea Systems in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts. It's about the size of a Mini 
Cooper, weighs 3,000 pounds and can 
work as far as 1 0,000 feet down. The winch 
that lowers the Max Rover weighs about 
12,000 pounds and can be lowered from 
a ship as small as 80 feet, as long as the 
deck space is available. For a cost of about 
$300,000 — less than a single week of 
charter aboard Yogi — Deep Sea Systems 
will ship the whole setup wherever it needs 
to be in the world, get it onto whatever 
launching vessel the insurance company 
provides, and spend two weeks diving 12 
hours a day on the wreck. Everything that 
the Max Rover's cameras see — in wide 
angle, high definition and 3-D — gets 
documented alongside sonar imagery 
and with still photographs. 

"It's like looking out a brightly lit 
window into the bottom of the ocean," 
says Eben Franks, who handles sales and 
marketing for Deep Sea Systems. "We 
basically do a forensic examination of 
what we can see on the outside of the hull 
and superstructure." 

For an extra charge, the company 
offers a smaller vehicle that weighs about 
250 pounds and flies out of the larger 
ROV once it reaches the wreck's depth. 



That smaller vehicle is about 30 inches 
long, 20 inches wide and 20 inches tall. It 
can penetrate a decent-size crack in the 
wreck's hull and fly around inside the yacht 
with cameras ready the entire time. 

It is also possible to put a small camera 
on a ROV's arm — a camera the width of 
a half-dollar — and peer into something 
as small as an exposed through-hull 
fitting. Other manipulator arms can hold 
hydraulically powered tools that drill 
through a hull and poke around inside. 

"Now, it would be $15 million to $20 
million, easy, to actually try to recover the 
vessel," Franks says, "but you can go down 
and do a forensic examination with all of 
these tools for about a minimum of $500,000 
and leave the boat right where it is." 

A similar investigation was done in 
1997 by the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institute on the 964-foot Derbyshire, a 
British bulk-ore carrier that sank in 1980 
about 400 miles off the Japanese island 
Okinawa. That wreck was lying in about 
14,000 feet of water. Investigators spent 
52 days exploring with camera-equipped 
ROVs and were able to generate more 
than 137,000 digital images. 

"What they did was take those images 
and make a digital mosaic of the seafloor 
and wreckage," Franks says. "They were 
able to figure out from that mosaic the 
way the vessel sank. They could tell which 
compartments had been flooded versus 
which compartments were full of air and 
got crushed as the vessel was sinking. The 
forward compartments didn't collapse 
because they were flooded, and they could 




tell that by looking at the photomosaic" 

It sounds like serious sleuthing, but 
the science behind it is the same principle 
that applies to basic scuba diving. Every 
recreational diver is taught to rise slowly 
from his deepest point in a dive, lest the air 
in his lungs expand too quickly and create 
a pulmonary embolism. This is the same 
principle Geno Gargiulo, of Commercial 
Diving Services, cites when describing a 
massive air bubble that would blast through 
the water's surface as Yogi sank. If he and 
other experts are right — if the crew made 
the ship watertight and compartments were 
filled with air as Yogi went down — then the 
ROVs would see evidence in the debris just 
as they did on the Derbyshire. 

"If Yogi had watertight doors, they should 
have been closed," Franks says. "If they 
weren't, then you can tell by looking at the 
hull under water. So right there is a piece 
of information about what happened. You 
could tell whether the crew followed their 
training and closed the watertight doors." 
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K N OW WHAT WE WANT: 



head-turning style, trip-shortening speed, spacious well-appointed 
accommodations, family-friendly features and reliability- 
enhancing, maintenance-reducing design and construction - hut 
how many yachts have it all? Precious few, but the Ferretti 720 is 
one that delivers all that and more. 

The favorable impressions began even before I boarded the 
720 at Miami Heath's Sunset Harbour Marina. The tide had 
ebbed, so I couldn't easily access the swim platform from the 
fixed dock, at least not with the reality of 60-something knees 
punished In ;i lifetime aboard boats. \o problem, as (here's a 
side gate in the bulwark thai swings inward to provide an easy- 
step onto die wide side deck. It sounds like no big deal until you 
realize that many yachts of this size have no gate at all, or one 
that swings outboard because the side deck isn't wide enough to 
hinge it inboard. Outboard swinging gates are better than none, 
but I find they're too often blocked by a piling or spring line. 

Once aboard, I immediately noticed another nice feature. There's 
an unobtrusive recess in the house side at the deck level, making the 
side deck already comfortably wide — ■ even more walkable by 
providing a few extra inches of toe space. Like the bulwark gate, 
it was just another of the many convenience and safety features 1 
WDuld find that were designed with the human body and the realities 
of (he sea in mind (see "Design for Manufacturing,"* opposite). 

I can't cover diem all, but one of note is the comfortable stairway 
from die main deck to die Hying bridge, topped by a clear-glazed 
weather-tight hatch and surrounded by a stainless-steel railing that 
provides a convenient hand-grab and prevents anyone from falling. 
Again, it doesn't seem like much unless you've stepped backward 



or lost your balance at sea, only to face an unguarded opening 
\vaiting to swallow you. 

Once on the Hying bridge, I happily noted another little feature, 
the too-frequent absence of which is a pet peeve of mine: The 
Gaggenau grill was fitted with a safety interlock to shut off die giill 
when die lid is closed. So what, you say? Well, I've seen die aftermath 
of fires caused by such instillations without the interlock, and it's not 
pretty. Fiberglass, after all, is mostly solidified petroleum. 

It was Chamber of Commerce winter weather in Miami 
Beach the day of our sea trial - sunny, 75 degrees with a 1 0-knot 
breeze - but there was a bit of sea running as we headed from 
Government Cut past the Coast Guard station, into the Atlantic 
and toward die fringes of die Gulf Stream beyond. We were pretty 
heavy on fuel and water, so we topped out at 32.6 knots, about a 
knot shy of Ferretti's published half-load speed of 33.5 knots. The 
builder, unlike many others, publishes data on speed vs. weight in 
its specifications, predicting 1 knot of speed loss for every extra 
3,300 pounds of weight aboard the 720. 

1 love the opportunity to test a boat in real-world conditions, so 
the two- to three-foolers, with an occasional four-footer thrown 
in just to keep us on our toes, were perfect for exploring die 
capabilities of the 720. She performed as expected and on a par with 
similar well-designed yachts. She rides on a traditional waiped plane 
hull that terminates in a 12-degree deadrise at die stern. Tt is more 
suitable than a deep-V for a cruising boat like the 720, providing 
a good blend of seakeeping and load-carrying ability. Such hulls, 
however, can be a bit more sensitive to the larger waves, so when 
we look a couple of shots at top speed, it was neither unexpected

While we usually refer to "shipyards" in connection with marine construction, the 
truth is that most production yachts are built in modern facilities that resemble 
assembly-line factories more than traditional shipyards. That's a win-win for the 
builder and buyer, especially when the company is as good at what it does as Italy's 
Ferretti Group (www. ferrettigroup.com), parent of Ferretti Yachts and seven other 
brands: Bertram, Pershing, Riva, CRN, Custom Line, Mochi Craft and Itama. The con- 
cept of "design for manufacturing" not only reduces material and labor costs to the 
builder, which can be passed along as a lower price to buyers, but also results in a 
better product that should perform more predictably and require less maintenance. 

I have visited Ferretti's central design and manufacturing facility in Forli as well 
as a number of the other Ferretti Group factories, but I was still not prepared for 
the sophistication of design achieved in the Ferretti 720. The finish of the hull and 
superstructure was flawless, even where curved windows met molded fiberglass, al- 
ways a tough match. Recesses in the house sides added a lot of flair, while improving 
stiffness without extra weight. At the deck level, another recess not only added toe 
space to ease navigating the side decks but also completely hid the joint between the 
deck and house. Such details add somewhat to the cost of building complicated split 
molds, but offer more flexibility of styling without the bother of having to finish and 
maintain exposed seams. Such fiberglass work is only one area in which the benefits 
of centralized engineering and design are apparent. Others, including the machinery 
and accommodation areas, showed up everywhere on the yacht, factors that will help 
keep buyers happy throughout their ownership. 



nor ;t reflection on Ferretti, but simply a reality of physics. What 
did reflect well on Ferretti, however, was the fact that the boat 
didn't display a hint of noise, vibration or internal movement 
from the impact. It just kept on going about its business. Pulling 
back the throttles to a cruise of just over 28 knots at 2,100 rpm 
provided an easier ride, as well as fuel savings of more than 24 percent, 



gensets sit abaft the two MTU 1 0V diesels, 
with a Mitsubishi 4000 anti-rolling gyro 
under the Seafari watermaker to starboard 
and the main battery bank to port. 
There's plenty of access room for routine 
maintenance, but if the yacht needs major 
work or equipment removed, a large hatch 
in the afterdeck can be lifted. Rounding 
out the engine-room equipment list are 
a Mastervoh charger and inverter, Racor 
duplex filters and a Fireboy fixed fire- 
extinguishing system activated by easy-to- 
reach controls in the starboard wing of the 
deckhouse aft; a docking station is housed 
opposite in the port wing. All controls, 
valves and switches, by the way, are clearly 
tagged in both Italian and English. 

A gate and two steps lead down to the 
swim platform, mounted atop the extended 
hull and topping a huge utility lazarette, 
accessible via a gasketed power-lift hatch. 
The Cablemaster shore-power cable bin 
and drive are located here, as are the two 
independent ZF rudder actuators (there is no 
tie bar between the two). This electronically 
controlled system allows die steeling to be 
programmed in a number of ways. FeiTetti, for example, uses it to 
provide differential steeling, with the inboard rudder turning more 
than the outboard one in a turn to belter track the water How withoul 
unnecessary drag. The steering also stays where you set it at engine 
speeds up to 1,800 rpm, but sell-centers upon releasing die wheel 
above that point as a safety feature. 




something that may figure importantly into tliis summer's cruising 
plans if the fuel-price pundits are right. 

Back at Sunset Harbour, after running our speed trials in the 
sheltered and less-traveled waters south of Dodge Island, I took 
some time to give the 720 a good look, inside and out, and came 
away impressed with what I saw. The elements of good design that 
I spotted as T boarded continued throughout, and the machinery 
and equipment were first-class as well. Cummins Onan 23 kW 



The Lofrans capstans, double bitts and roller fairleads at the 
stern are mounted thigh-high for stoop-free docking. Docking 
is further eased by full-length side decks, guarded by bulwarks 
topped with sturdy stainless-steel rails that incorporate spring-line 
cleats. Forward, Lofrans chain windlasses, mounted on an easy- 
to-clcan recess in the teak deck, are complemented by substantial 
bitts, chocks and fairleads. The afterdeck has a table with chairs 
and settee, while the foredeck has a sun pad flanked by safety rails. 
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You'll feel at home in the master stateroom, which features a large 
head, king-size berth and all the natural light you could want. 

Topside, the flying bridge also has a sun pad, this one forward 
of the amidships helm. Abaft the helm is a large L* -shape dining 
area lo starboard, with a triple-section table for easier access to 
the middle seats. A snack bar, with sink, stowage, a small Isotherm 
refrigerator and the Gaggenau grill mentioned earlier, lies to port. 
The Bimini top folds into the radar arch when not deployed. Aft, 
a Besenzoni davit stands readv to handle die tender. 

Accommodations below include four staterooms with modern 
decor and en suite heads; the one in the starboard twin-berth 
cabin shares duty as a day-head accessible from the passageway 
while the port twin cabin is private. Forward is a queen-berth 
stateroom with two lockers, and aft is a king-berth master suite. 
All have large twin portlights with windows between, but the

ones in the master are stunning, providing an unparalleled view 
of the sea. The doors in the master head can be fully opened, 
making the head, with its rainfall shower, a part of the cabin and 
allowing views to both sides. When the head's in use, the doors 
provide complete privacy, and the window above the lavatory 
counter can be covered by a full-length sliding mirror, blinds or 
a blackout panel. Crew quarters for three, sharing a single head, 
are located abaft die engine room, with a separate entrance stair 
from the aftcrdeck. 

Blinds are also used in the main salon and dining room on the 
main deck, sliding on curved tracks to provide complete privacy 
or respite from the sun. Although there is no division bulkhead, 
a step in both the deck and the overhead serve to define the two 
areas. Forward arc the galley and pilothouse, which can be closed 
off with an obscured glass door for the passageway and a pocket 
door for the galley. There's also an electric pantograph door from 
the pilothouse to the port side deck and a chart Hat to starboard. 
The galley has a GE Profile side-by-side refrigerator/ freezer with 
in-the-door ice dispenser, a Bosch four-burner ceramic range, a 
GE Monogram oven and a deep single-bowl sink. Overhead, a 
clear-glazed hatch opens for light and fresh air. 

The Ferretti 720 is the perfect yacht for a family interested 
in the cruising possibilities afforded by a fast, yet dependable, 
boat with flexible accommodations. It can be operated with or 
without crew, suitable for weekend trips and longer adventures. 
It has lots of room inside and out, in sun or shade. Top-notch 
finish and outfitting round out an attractive package that 
deserves vour consideration.

Garmin Looks Ahead Its purchase 
of Interphase anticipates a technology 
breakthrough. By H. Bart Hodge 



ust before the Miami Inlerna- 
H tiona! Boat Show this Feb. 15, 
the yachting world learned that 
Garmin, the big daddy of ma- 
rine electronics manufacturers, 
had spent an undisclosed sum 
to buy a tiny sonar company 
called Interphase. Unsaid was 
^^^^^^^m the fact thai Interphase, which 

makes forward-looking sound- 
ers, is on the verge of a leap forward with its 
proprietary technology. 

According to Garmin (www.garmiri.com), 
Interphase's president, Charles Hicks, will continue 
to run the Interphase division from its California 
offices. Products will still be offered under the 
Interphase name, while Garmin engineers integrate 
forward-looking sonar into its own line of sensors 
and multifunction displays. 

Garmin, like most corporations, develops 
products secretly, but Yachting happened to catch 
up with Hicks in January; a month before the 
acquisition. Hicks described his next-generation 
sonar and said Interphase had developed a 
prototype for use on a submarine*. Movie fans will 
recall an intense scene in The Hunt for Red October. 
Sean Connery; as a Russian skipper, is trying to 
evade a torpedo overtaking liis sub. He is navigating 
an underwater canyon system using paper charts

and a stopwatch. Delaying until it is almost too 
late, the skipper orders hard right and die torpedo 
explodes against a canyon wall. Having a forward- 
looking sonar aboard the Red October would have 
robbed much of the drama from that scene. Instead 
of flying blind, the sub crew would have been 
looking at a fiat-screen image of the underwater 
topography ahead of them. 

In the December 2011 issue of Yachting, I 
described new bottom-imaging sonar in the context 
of treasure hunting. Navieo and Humminbird have 
a sonar product that produces near photographic 
imagery of the bottom beneath a boat's keel. 

Hicks said next-generation Interphase devices 
will produce imagery approaching the qtudity 
of those Navico and Humminbird side scans but 
focused on what lies ahead, not beneath the boat. 

looking ahead, of course, is what Interphase 
products have been doing since the company 
unveiled its first forward-looking sonar in 1991. 
Called Matrix, it was inspired by medical 
ultrasound scanners and used patented phased 
array technology. Whereas conventional marine 
sonar sends and receives vibrations through a single 
ceramic element in the transducer, Interphase's 
transducers employ eight elements. By minutely 
varying in precise sequence when each of the eight 
is energized, the sonar steers the beam of sound as 
though it were a radar array, but without a single 
moving pail. "Sonar with a steerable beam" Ls the 
tide of Interphase's patent. 

Forward-looking sonar lets a helmsman 
look ahead for underwater pinnacles, reefs, 
shoaling conditions, channel edges, submerged 
debris, whales and manatees. One indisputable 
benefit of Interphase sonar is the ability to 
spot semisubmerged containers in open ocean. 
Containers are lost from cargo ships at a rate 
of 1,000 to 8,000 a year, and every offshore 
passagemaker dreads hitting one. 

Documentaiy filmmaker Sprague Theobald 
probably said it best. Theobald, who in 2009 
transited the Nordiwest Passage aboard his 
Nordhavn 57 Bagan, said he installed Interphase 
sonar because it would empower him to "make a 
navigational decision before calamity" Theobald's 
chief concern was die danger of hitting an iceberg 

Today Interphase has two basic products - the 
SE-200 and the Ultrascan PC with variations 
on each. The SE-200 is an analog device directly 
descended from Matrix. Depending on the type 
of transducer a buyer chooses, the SE-200 Sonar 
Engine directs forward-looking beams to scan 
either vertically or horizontally. The beams are 
12 degrees wide and sweep over 90 degrees in 
whichever mode you choose. 

The SE-200 is the more affordable, and can

be purchased for $1,900 with a single- 
axis transducer or for 82,200 with one 
that allows both vertical and horizontal 
sweeps. You can use it with its 
Interphase display, but Hicks said many 
customers buy an accessory keypad and 
use SE-200's video output to view sonar 
imagery on any multifunction display 
with a video mode, which nowadays 
means all major brands. 

In 2010, Interphase introduced a 
digital version of the same technology 
with the release of its Ultrascan line for 
onboard PCs. Ultrascans sweep up to 



200 times faster than the SE-200, and 
they cost more - — just under $5,000 for 
the Ultrascan PC90 and 88,000 for the 
PCI 80. They use the same transducers, 
however, so SE-200 customers can 
easily upgrade their systems without 
having to buy and install new ones. 
The Ultrascan processor can even 
communicate wirelesslv with PCs. 
The difference between the PC90 
and PC 1 80 systems is simple once 
you understand that the designation 
stands for degree of sweep. PC 180 is 
designed for vessels with a center keel 



and actually employs two transducers. 

"If you mount the transducer on one 
side of a keel, and it scans horizontally, it 
won't be able to see what's on the other 
side, but with two transducers, we wrote 
the software so it scans on the port side 
and automatically seamlessly switches 
over to the starboard side," Hicks said. 
"You're getting the full 180-degree scan 
without even noticing that it's switching 
from transducer to transducer." 

Interphase explains the benefits of 
vertical versus horizontal scanning 
thus: Vertical mode is particularly 
useful for navigating unfamiliar waters 
because it lets you see coral, pinnacles 
and other objects directly ahead of the 
vessel. New users find vertical mode 
easier to use and interpret. In deeper 
water, the horizontal scan is ideal for 
identifying and tracking schools of fish 
and bait and other submerged objects 
— a good tool for fishermen. 

In shallow water, the horizontal mode 
may help find underwater channels and 
openings in reefs, but here forward- 
looking sonar is generally not as useful as 
it is in deep water. With a 1 2-degree beam 
width, its ability to look ahead becomes 
a function of depth: Forward range is 
only five or six times depth. Therefore, 
in soundings of 10 or 12 feet, the device 
can see only 60 to 70 feet ahead of the 

w 

transducer, and the proximity of the 
bottom causes false returns. 

Hicks said the next-generation 
Interphase device will double clown on 
the family formula by putting at least 
eight additional ceramic elements in its 
transducers. Returns from 16 elements 
will bring more finely drawn and thus 
easier-to-interpret images to the helm. 
The effect of those improvements may 
well increase the value of forward - 
looking sonar as a tool for shallow- 
water navigation. 

From the consumer point of view, 
Garmin's acquisition of Interphase 
strikes a good balance too. Interphase 
brings to Garmin a unique and valuable 
technology for cruising yachtsmen 
and fishermen. Garmin likely will 
apply two of its greatest strengths to 
that technology: the ability to make 
navigational equipment that is very 
easy to use and the ability to sell it at 
very competitive prices. □

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Q&A: DAVID HULBERT MAKES THE CASE FOR 
A PROACTIVE LIFEBOAT 

Mainer David Hulbert is president of Portland Pudgy and inventor of the boat that bears the same name. 





Yachting: What inspired you to develop the 
Portland Pudgy? 

David Hulbert: While sailing around the waters of 
Maine with my 3-year-old daughter and my wife in 



water that doesn't seem to melt ice cubes, even 
in the summer, I realized that our little fiberglass 
dinghy would be useless as a lifeboat. It could 
easily swamp and be impossible to bail, exposing 
us to the danger of hypothermia. I set out 
to design a tender-lifeboat.

Yachting: How did the idea evolve? 
Hulbert: I noticed that tour boats 
carried life floats about six feet long. 
They are oval rings with a net bag on 
the inside that people can stand in [in 
freezing water] and beckets around 
the outside that people can hang onto 
as shark bait. It seemed silly to put an 
open net on the inside when you could 
put a floor on the bottom and have in 
effect an oval, unsinkable life float that 
would keep you drier and protect you 
from hypothermia. 

But you would still be stuck in one 
place, so why not put a bow on the 
raft, and if a bow, why not a set of oars? 
Your immobile life float now becomes 
a lifeboat that you can row in the 
direction of land. Why not put a canopy 
over the boat to protect the occupants? 
Rowing is fine, but difficult over great 
distances, so I added a sailing rig. 
Now we have a boat, exposure canopy, 
oars and a sailing rig. I made the boat 
double-hull, with 12.5 cubic feet of 
watertight storage and flotation space 
between the hull walls and closed-cell 
foam under the floor to make the boat 
unsinkable. ... 

The boat is very difficult to capsize, 
and] it can be righted very easily. 



Yachting: Don't you have to prove the 
value of a boat like yours by sailing a 
couple hundred miles over the ocean? 
Hulbert: We are hoping for some brave 
soul to take it out in a hurricane as a 
lifeboat, but so far, no volunteers. The 
Dutch magazine Zei/en, in the spring [cold 
and windy] of 2008, put two reporters in 
the Pudgy lifeboat 20 miles out in the 
North Sea. They sailed through the night 
to land with great success. 





SELF-RESCUE CRAFT 

The Portland Pudgy is a tender, sailing 
dinghy and lifeboat combined. Notice 
the choice of words: lifeboat not 
life raft. The Portland Pudgy is not a 
passive survival platform but a vessel 
that makes self-rescue possible. With 
a rugged, polyethylene double hull, 
its dimensions are 7 feet 8 inches 
overall length, 4 feet 4 inches beam, 
and it weighs 1 28 pounds. The 
U.S. Coast Guard rates its capacity 
at 557 pounds, enough for three 
average persons and a 2-horsepower 
outboard, which is greater than 
most 10-footers. The double hull 
and foam-filled bottom make the 
Pudgy unsinkable, and her beam 
provides exceptional stability. With 
an optional inflatable canopy, which 
is stowed aboard, the boat becomes 
a lifeboat that cannot be punctured 
or easily blown away. Once seas have 
subsided, the boat can be rowed or 
sailed to safety merely by removing 
a central section of the canopy. 
The sail rig with telescoping mast is 
also stowed aboard and accessible 
through a hatch in the transom. The 
base boat costs $2,495. The optional 
sailing system and exposure canopy 
are $1,195 and $1,895 respectively

The Titan binocular from OceanView Technologies 
(starting at $2,800) lets you stay inside while you scan the horizon 
on a passage or respond to a possible security threat. It works by 
digitally enhancing images in low light. In total darkness, a user- 
enabled infrared frequency discerns even distant objects. This is 
accomplished with a detachable IR illuminator that reflects from 
targets up to 1,640 feet away. The Titan can be used in daylight 
like conventional binoculars and comes in 8x, 1 1x and variable 
magnification models.

Old Flame Santa brings Puss 
for Christmas. ByJayCoyle 



was in a Christmas Eve funk. Forget toys for the 
kids: They needed cash; and die spindly Maine 
spruce that had cost a C-note was ready to 
spontaneously combust. I found solace locked 
in my office looking at old family boating pho- 
tos and reminiscing. This was a mistake! If you 
have followed this column you might remem- 
ber my brush with sailing 12 years back on 
a lovely Mystic 20 (foot) catboat circa 1 978. For 
those unfamiliar with my stint as a freewheeling 
wind ranger, let me introduce Puss. 

Googling in my nostalgic despair, I had hoped to find 
one of my old columns about her but instead discovered 
this: "FOR S.1LE ... Puss ... a handsomely appointed Hate 
yacht thai is sure to be a const/tut source of joy for her owner. " Oh, 
and the images! Her perfect sheer and shapely wineglass 
transom were penned and crafted by designer/ 
boatbuilder Peter Legnos brilliant! After a dose of 
holiday cheer I exchanged e-mails with the fellow I had 
sold her to, suggesting my concern for her well-being 
and hinting that I might be willing to take her in. Like 
Clark Griswold in Christmas Vacation I imagined a family 
gift of Puss as the <£ big one/' I had recently attempted to 
seWAi/huiga and was direatening to sell one of our two fiats 
skiffs - - boy. would they be surprised by an addition! 

By morning, the memory of Puss' aged spruce 
mast had proved sobering it was in worse shape 
than the Christmas tree. Her one-lung diesel had not 
been started in more than a year, and what remained 
of her sail would not have interested a starving moth. 
After signing "Christmas gifts* 1 1 did not feel like Clark 
Griswold at all I was feeling downright cheap. 
Energized by eggnog 1 shared my discovery with 
the family, explaining that Puss' condition appeared 
terminal — we couldn't lake her in. "She's family, we 
must, " insisted my son Jake. Then the Admiral (wife, 
Nelia) began tearing up, which she docs whenever 
there is mention of either buying or selling a boat.

"Coyle, the happiest day of 
your life will be when you sell that damned stinkpot and 
devote your free time to sailing." 

Shamed by my family and humbled by my peers 
and mentors, I now realized diat it was my duty to not 
only purchase Puss, but to do so no matter what the 
cost of her rehabilitation. After making what 1 thought 
was an embarrassingly low offer, it was clear I had been 
far too generous - she was mine! With the storage bill 
ticking away in the frozen North 1 quickly arranged 
her transport south, and within a week she arrived by 
tractor-trailer. Burdick and the Admiral and I greeted 
her on a cool Saturday morning. "Ya know I picked this 
same boat up from this yard 10 years ago. ... I'll never 
forget her," said the driver. "I'd have been here sooner 
if it weren't for all the rubberneckers snapping pictures 
— she's a right pretty little boat." 

The Admiral teared up again while Burdick gazed at 
Puss* weathered remains as though she was a Grade A 
rib-eye. "We'll start on her first thing Monday. She'll 
be good as new," he promised. Then I began to tear 
up — what have I done? □
